THE GERMAN PATENT OFFICE. 
The Government of the North German Con- 


‘| federation intends to bring before ita Parlia- 


ment the much controverted subjects of patents 
for invention, and to contribute to the move- 
‘ment now taking place for bringing as much un- 
iformity as possible into the Patent laws. The 
Secretary of North Germany has requested Pro- 
fessor MARTILE, of the’ Waéhitigton Patent 
Office, to furnish him with’ a report of the 
American system of patents, the laws and rules 
of the office and their general effects on our na- 
tional industry. Professor MaRTILe has been in 
our Patent Office for a number of yeare, and has _ 
given much attention to the ah in 
promoted universal 
Patent laws. He is a native of & : 
where he has occupied a high jon thie ju- 
dicial bench; and@ is am intimate” end 
schoolmate of Professor Louis Acaseiz. 

Mr. Sarcent, of Califorma, yesterday intro- 
duced a bill providing that the pubheJands in 
the State of California, not mineral or reserved, 
unfit for cultivation, but useful for timber, may 
be sold in quantities, not exceeding 640 acres . to 
any one person or association, no second appli- 
cation to be made under the act by the same 
party. Notice of appheation is to bé given; and 
not to include any improved or settled lands; 
The object is to bring into market the si¢drra tim- 
ber lands, which are now depredated on by saw- 
mill men and others, and to sel in sufficient 
quantities to warrant the prosecution of such 
industries. Heretofore there has been no mode 
of obtaining title to these lands, and yet large 
communities depended on. them. for.jumber, 
which could only be had-in defiance of law.

So lengas it has the prestige of 
victory aud spoils, it can rely upon the voice 
and vote of a hest of worthies who are sure 
to leave 1t inthe day of its adversity. 

We argue, therefore, that the Republicans 
are in a position altogether different from 
any they have eccupied during the sixteen. 
years of that wonderful career. in which 
they have achieved successes and reforms 
which. seemed, even to themselves at the 
outset, to be the work of a century. They 
have no longer s hold upon the ordinarily. 
indifterent class who ‘vote only for ideas; 
their theory of administration is too honest 
for the camp followers, and they are de- 
ficient in mock thunder and claptrap.
